The Shanghai mandarins received last week 
despatches dated about six weeks earlier from 
Kweilin, the capital of Kwangsi province, re- 
porting the passage through that provinea of 
a large body of Annamese (so-called) “ navvies,” 
led by a proportionate number of Frenchmen, 
en route for Yunnan “to construct the rail- 
way. ‘There are,” continues one despatch, 
* grave reasons for thinking that the strangers 
are not what they apparently seem, and the 
provincial authorities can only keep s sharp 
look out whilst obeying instructions sent by the 
Chinese Plenipotentiaries at Peking.” This 
confirms what we have already, heard froni the 
South. 


It is now officially denied, says the N.-C. Dail 
News, that H.E. Viceroy Chang Chih-tung, and . 
Governor Tuan Fang of Wuchang, have been 
allowed to go to Kaifeng to meet the Empress 
Dowager on her arrival there from Hsian. It 
is stated that the application to meet the Court 
was merely one of etiquette and not made in 
earnest. However, the Viceroy and Governor 
in question are not to leave Wuchang, the 
former owing to the great importance of his 
post necessitating personal attention in 
Wuchang, and tho latter for being compara- 
-tively new to Wuchang and the necessity of his 
keeping to kis post ta get acquainted with his 
new duties. 


Telegraphic advices have been received in 
Shanghai from South China to the effect that 
a very lohg memorial, emanating from the 
principal gentry and literati of a number of 
the large cities of the two Kwang provinces, 
has been: sent to the Chinese Plenipotentiaries 
at Peking, urging in very strong language the 
wishes of ths Emperor's subjects in the southern 
provinces of the Empire that his Majesty 
should be allowed’to return alone to Peking, 
and assume ihe reins of Government for the 
good of the country, and threaténing in no 
veiled language that if this ‘is not complied 
with the whole of the South of China will rise 


in rebellion. 


A Taotai's proclamatin has been recently 
put up in Shanghai stating that he had received

BUILDING AND SURFACE- 

CROWDING IN HONGKONG. 

— -»_—-— 
(Daily Press, 7th October:) 

Since the Petition relytive to the sanitary 
condition: of this Colony was forwarded to 
the Colonial Office, the local Government 
has wisely displayed commendable activity . 
in the matter of publie works and. sanitary 
measures necessary to bring the Coloay up 
to the standard of excellence it was officially 
reported to possess. It is unnecessa. now 
to compare the abject apathy of the Govern. 
ment which existed previous to the memor- 
able agitation in matters sanita:y with its 
present feverish desire to fulfil the duties 
required of it. That may be left to another 
time, and, from the experience of the past 
in Hongkong the community after all may 
be devoutly thankful that, even so august 
an institution as a Colonial Government 
may have its periods of feverish moods. 
Not that most people will endorse actions 
undertaken under such conditions, because 
they are nut healthy,and are generally inade- 
quate. A recent action of the Government 
is a ease in point. Whilst commending 
the present activity of the Government 
and appreciating the effect, there is 
mucb speculation as to the actual cause. 
Ts the Government in real earnes: in 
its campaign of reform, is it actually 
striving honestly to accomplish its duty, 


ior is it merely a passing performance 


produced by fear of pending investigation 
and spasmodic remorse for past indifference? 
We regret that we are inclined to the latter 
opinion, for the reason that, notwithstanding 
the present promises of the Government 
und its actions of repentance, pccasional 
inconsistencies testify to ‘an absence of 
sincerity. ‘' We live in deeds, nat words,” 
snd though H.&. the Governor| and the 
Honourable the Colonial Secretary may 
write graciously of what'g-necqssary for 
the improvement of this Coloky, and of what 
the Government will do, we prefer; the deeds 
to the promises.

‘upon which it fronts, nor to any building 


‘erected in substitution for any such 
“ building.” : 
It appears that the Acting .Attorney- 


General in presenting the draft Bill to His 
Excellency felt it necessary to point out that 
the passage jn question must have been based 
on some misconception, and hé minuted that 
if the provision as to one-and-a-half times the 
width of the street was not to apply to the 
re-erection of buildings, the only improve- 
ment effected by clause 2 of this Bill upon 
the provisions of Sectiou 6 of Ordinance 34 
of 1899 was that clause 2 of this Bill prevente:| 
the raising of existing houses to over one- 
and-a-half times the width of the street. 

The only member of the Sanitary Board 
who was entitled to speak with authority 
on the subject was, of course, the Medical 
Officer of .Health, who for several years 
past has been consistently advoenting a 
reduction ip the height of buildings used as 
dwelling-houses, to reduce the terrible sur- 
face-crowding which prevails in this Colony. 
In fact, Hongkong now occupies the disast- 
rous notoriety of being the most overcrowded 
city in the world! In referring to the 
draft Bill Dr. CLark pointed out a by no 
means exhaustive list of ninety-three streets 
and lanes in the city of Victoria in which 
buildings now exceed the limit in height’ of 
one-and-a-half times the width of the street ; 
also that the proposed legislation would 
bately touch the fringe of this serious ques- 
tion of “ surface-crowding.” There are two 
districts in the Colony which now have over 
800 people to the acre! To show really the 
effect, of this curious passage in the’ draft 
Bill referred to by the Acting Attorney- 
General we cannot do better than quote 
Dr. Ciarxk’s own words :— 

“Tt proposes to prevent any further 
“+ increase in the height of existing buildings 
“which may already exceed one-and-a-half 
“ times the width of the street on which they 
“front, but it also contains a proviso to 
“the effect that any house which is re-built 
‘may-be re-erected to its present height. 
“That is to say, that if we have now a four

It 
can therefore only be assumed that their 
action was iyspired. the motion of Mr. 
CHATHAM was passed on a catch vote, for 
there is no doubt whatever that, had Mr. 
OsRorNE and Colonel Huenes, and even 
Mr. May, been present, the Medical Officer 
of Health would have been supported. It 
seems scarcely credible that the Government, 
after eight years’ experience of plague, can 
seriously contemplate the introduction of 
legislation which is directly aimed at the 
perpetuation of the present excessive height 
of buildings in narrow streets. 

It was stated at the Board meeting that 
the object of the proposed Bill was tu put a 
limit to the present very common plan of 
further increasing the surface crowding by 
raising additional stories on. existing houses. 
If this is to be so it seems to us that the 
clause suggested by the Medical Officer 
will amply meet the case 
without any necessity for enacting that 
lofty ‘buildings in narrow — streets may 
be re-erected, practically to the same height 
as at present. It isa matter for great 
regret that, the Government, after mo:e 
thanthree ycars of persistent agitation on 
the part of the Sanitary Board, has not 
yet seen its way to limit the height of new 
buildings to one and-a-balf times the width 
of the street on which they front. That 
such legislation is more than justifiable is 
amply demonstrated by the terms of the 
Glasgow Buildings Regulation Act of 1900, 
quoted by our evening contemporary, which 
provides that‘after a lapse of two years all 
dwelling-housés which do not have a space 
in front equal: to three-quarters the height 
of the building may he absolutely closed 
to human habitation. It is just such 
levislation as this which is required 
in this Colony, for many buildings 
have been erected to the most excessive 
heights in relation to the open space adjoi- 
ing them, and the only remedy appears ‘to 
be to prohibit by law such houses as dwell- 
ings until such alterations have been made 
as will reduce their height to within more 
reasonable limits. We trust that H.E. 
the Governor, in barmouy with his 
Keport, will promptly move the deletion 
of the passage which was objected to by 
the Medical Officer of Health and the 
Principal Civil Medical Officer, and that 
at least one of the Unofficiz] Members 
of Council will ask that any contemplated 
legislation dealing with the excessive height 
of buildings shall be modelled on the

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THE GAGE STREET MURDER,

Chances in that respect appear now remote. 
Paterno probably does not.know that he has 
much to unlearn. With all his adroitness in 
dealing with Spaniards and natives, he retains 
notions that are quite unrepublican, and his 
earlier successes were not calculated to leave 
him with deprecatory opinions of himself. 
The fondness for titles displayed when he wished 
Spain to reward him with nobility, has not. 
yet been eradicated. Only the other day he 
appeared before the Commission and suggested 
that persons proposing important public im- 
provements or ineasures for the general welfare 
be rewarded with money and titles. The argu: 
ment he had prepared tv enforce that sugges- 
tion suffered abrupt curtailment, for it was a 
busy day with the Commission. There is no 
donbt that he would have elaborated his idea 
had he been permitted to do so. What he said 
isa matter of common knowledge, for he spoke 
in public meeting. His retention of the leader- 
ship of,the National Party, in the face of that 
exhibition, may be taken as a forecast, so far as 
the working of the native mind may be divined, 
of what might happen in a Philippine Republic 
were such a man to have voice in its control. 

A PRACTICAL MAN, 

As with others of his race, the theories of 
Paterno do not handicap his regard for practical 
personal benefits. His newspaper may denounce 
the other side,and incidentally thosein authority, 
Itmay not do for him in his platform, or otherwise 
in political profession, to admit that American 
rule holdscut much hope for the people of his race. 
Yet deplorable as are existing conditions, he 
seems to think them quite favourable to the 
advancement of his private fortune. Two 
civil engineers, just returned from an inspec- 
\tion trip into the eastern and northern parts 

f this island, have with them specimens of coal. 
and of |gold-bearing quartz. They say they 
found ig Principe and Isabela Provinces large 
coal deposits of good quality. Whereeyer they ' 
went in those provinces, they were confronted « 
with documents, purporting to be from Paterno, 
to the effect that he had acquired an estate in 
lthe lands and warning all persons against tres- 
pass. Mining titles are not yet: worth examina- 
tion, but presumably Paterno is one of thous- 
ands who filed claims when American conquest 
seemed assured, iu the belief that if they could 
secure. official certification, the government 
would protect title snd insure benefits against 
allcomers. It may be doubted if Paterno’s faith 
in the protection of his rights would be as firm 
as now were there a prospect of a transfer of 
government to his own kind, or after his own 
fashioning. He isa believer in the doctrine that 
patriotism is patriotism and business is business, 
and that the two have no necessary relation. 

THE FEDERAL PARTY. 

It will not do to trust impicitly to the Fede- 
rals as unchanging allies of the new rule. 
Their leaders figured less conspicuously per- 
haps than did Paterno in the affairs of 
other days, but political chance did that for 
them, rather than a disposition +o let Paterno 
outshine them. A recent order from Spain 
withdrew decorations that had been conferred 
ppon Dr. Tavera, President of the Federal 
Party and now one of the Legislative Com- 
mission, at 85,000 per year. In a trip of seven 
weeks throngh the southern islands with the 
Civil Commission, he permitted himself to be 
introduced at nearly every meeting as a man 
who had consented to go on the trip out of pure 
patriotism, to the neglect of his valuable pri- 
vate practice. The speeches that he made at 
these meetings burned with Americanism, 
destined to redeem and elevate his people

There stand to his credit for this 
sacrifice of self more appointments in the provin- 
ces than any other man can boast, and a position 
as exalted as possible in native eyes, with a salary 
attached that is doubtless larger than the 
income which any physician in the Philippines 
ever enjoyed. 
“THE FUTURE. OF FILIPINO POLITICS. 
There is certainly. no reason to single out 
the Philippines for examples of unselfish devo- 
tion-to a cause of. government, for it is as rare 
there as elsewhere. Henco a. possible multipli- 
cation of personal incidents on which inference 
may work could accomplish little except to 
expose the weakness of human kind in this line 
of effort. Since the government will be judged 
by its accomplishment rather than by the side 
intrignes and disappointments and successes of 
individuals, coniment upon party leaders or 
organisations is important only to show how 


little reliance may be placed upon those who, 


owry with authority, and how tho burden of 
government and its progress in the ways of the 
new sovereignty must for all present purposes 
rest with those sent out to supervise and direct 
it. Tho welfare of the island rests ultimately 
svith the masses, ignored in other years like so 
-many cattle. Their disposition fortunately is 
not unfriendly. They may be led by their own 
more readily than by the whites. On that 
account it is probably good politics to let the past 
tuke care of itself and not scrutinise the preseut 
too closely while the macbinery of government 
works out a standard of intelligence on - which 
the future may build well. There is le8s to 
oriticise in the appointment to high stations of 
mien who fought for their convictions and 
gave in only; when beaten, than of those who 
took care never to incur personal risks, The 
government ‘of provinces entrusted to the 
charge of insurgent generals does not seem yet 
to have suffered by that experiment. The 
longer -Aguinaldo is kept a prisoner — in a 
well-appointed mansion—the less seems to be 
elihood that it will be wise to placate

IMPROVEMENTS. 

The city remains qaiet. The popalace have 
seen s0 many foreigners, military and civil, 
walking the streets for the past year, that an 
individual can now walk all over the city with- 
out attracting the slightest attention. Iam told 
a new Roman Cathedral may be erected on 
Legation Street directly opposite the French 
Legation, The new Club building is nearing 
completion. It is to be hoped it will be better 
attended than is the temporary Club ia the 
German Legation, where one may sit for hours 
without being disturbed by a si :gle entrance. 

The British and Japanese on their respective 
sides of the canal have erected s handsome brick 
railing, that adds much to the appearance of 
that portion of Legation City and adds to the 
safety of what is now a pleasant drive or bicycle 
road. Clurio-dealers are still producing valu- 
able porcelains, bronzes, and silks, to which 
there seems to be uo end. Notwithstanding all 
that was sold at what used be called ‘“ Mac- 
donald's loot sales” and taken out of the coun- 
try by returning soldiers, much that is old, rare 
aud valuable can still be obtained. 

The Americans have made a fine carriage 
way on top of the wall from the Chtienmén to 
the canal. It is believed the Germans will con- 
tinue it to their fort near the Hatamén. The 
said fort is rapidly approaching the dimensions of 
the Hatamén town, much to the disgust of the 
native residents. . 

THE KETTELER MONUMENT 


is covered over with an enormous matshed, 
so it is impossible to see the extent of the work 
or the design of the structure. J udging by 
the size of the shed a tine monument will be re- 
vealed later on.

military camps. ; 

A very brilliant meteor was observed on the 
night of the 20th instant travelling from S.E. 
to N.W. It is stated by some residents to have 
been of a bright red, and remarkably large and 
brilliant. 

An edict has been issued ordering the gates 
of Peking through which the Imperial cortége 
will pass to be decorated with red and blue silk, 
as at the time of the Emperor's: marriage. 

‘We are glad to hear that an experiment is now 
being tried at the Tientsin Station, by which 
Mahommedans are being substituted for Chinese 
as coolies, and the headmen have given a guar- 
antee that there will be no robbery or trouble. 

The Je Je states it has received a letter from 
Peking to the effect that the Foreign Ministers 
have asked Sir Robert Hart to devote a certain 
amount of the money left unlooted in his officesat 
tho time of the siege todredging the Grand Canal:

You will see 
the * Expenses of the Meeting” havo inoreased 
considerably. Commencing with the item of 
“ Ticket Inspectors; Clerks, &c ,” more of these 
assistants had to be engaged, and so in’ other 
items down to matsheds,. more accommodation 
being required. Coming to the next heading, 
that of “Stakes” and “Prizes,” you will observe 
that the Club paid out $12,952.00, half as much 
again as in the previous year, which was a 
record one; sud it isa matter for congratula- 
tion that the Club’s finances were able to stand 
such a strain. Turning to the credit side of 
, the account, I may remark that ‘ Entrance 
i Fees” and “Subscriptions” as well as “ Entries 
and Nothinations” both show a slight falling 
off from last year, while, by the sale of tickets, 
etc., the Club's funds-benefitted to the extent 
of $21,171.82, The income from rent of Stands, 
= &c., amounts to $1,900, a little less than that of 
ae the previous year. Referring to the sport 
afforded last meeting, the members and the 
public had the opportunity of entering animals 
and seeing them run in two or three different 
classes, which was brought about by our not 
being able to obtain China ponies in sufficient 
numbers and quality to race. We had there- 
fore to,draw up a programme admitting 
China ponies which had been raced or kept 
over, devoting the ordinary subscription griffin 
race to walers subscribed for with that purpose 
in ‘view, and being still short of -a sufficient 
number of animals to ensure the ordinary 
number of races filling, o further lot of 
Australian. waler griffins were imported and 
classified Derby griffins. The running of these 
different classes of Walers left such an impres- 
gion on owners generally, that, on finding the 
atmosphere in the North had not cleared 
sufficiently to warrant them holding out for the 
vague chance of a supply of: China pony 
griffins coming down, negotiations were opened 
with Australia and Singapore with a view to 
getting walers all of one class. The Singapore 
tender by Mr. Abrams was accepted, and 72 
fralloways were subscribed for; and 71 of these 
animals arrived here on Thursday last, of which 
62 have since been passed. When these griffins 
were subscribed for, the Stewards were 
A: apppoached on the subject of the allotment of 
\ races during the coming meeting, when they 
informed the subscribers that certain races 
would be set aside for them. In this connection 
you will be asked later to vote on a .resolution 
giving the Stewards you elect to-day power to 
formulate a programme for. the following 
_year (should it appear to them necessary), 
which shall be binding on the Stewards 
elected next year. The awkward bend in
